And 
this gives Vs Confidence , that the earneſt 
defire We have to render this Iſland more hap- 
þy than ever it was in times paſt, by ſetling 
amongſt all Our good Subjefts within the ſame, 
a mutual affettion that may endure to all Po-

Y the Aathority of the King, and 
His ſpecial Conimand you are here

calling you together. You have heard His moſt gra- 

cions Expreſsions of His kindneſs'to His Subjefs1 in 
this His ancrent Kingdom, and His' Confidence of 
you their Repreſentatives ; And hall as ſhortly as 

Ican acquaint you with what I have further/in com- 

' mand from'my Maſter to fay'in His name at the 

opening of 'this His Parliament. And firſt T am to 

MMure you of His Magefties conſtant and unalterable 

Zeal, for matntainmg and defending the trtie refor- 

med Proteſtant Religion in this His Kingdom, - for 

which he will conſtantly lay out His whole Power 
and Authority, as alſo for diſcouraging and puniſh 
mg all Athedm and A LA nd all that 1s con-

trary to true Religion and Godlineſs. - I am further 
articularly commanded to affure you, That with no 
leſs Zeal and Eonſtancie He will maintain and de- 
fehd che ancient Government by Archbiſhops-and 
Biſhops, as now it 1s happily ſettled, as a ſure fence 
for the true reformed Proteſtant Religion, A Go- 
vernment moſt {uteable to Monarchy; and well may 
I call it Ancient , for whoever will look into Anti- 
quity ſhall find Epiſcopal Government hath con- 
tinued in the whole Catholick Church both Eaft 
and Weſt, even from the moſt Primitive and Apo- 
ſtolick Times : I ſhall not inſiſt on-the ſad Calami- 
ties and Confuſions which the violent and rebellious 
endeavours to overturn this Government produced 
in -this Kingdom 3; His Mayeſties gracious A& of 
Pardon and Oblivion forbids the ripping up thoſe 
ſores which His own royal hand hath cured,and long 
may they be- buried in Oblivion: Yet ſure I am, 
the refle&ions on _thole diſmal days ought to raiſe 
no leſs Zeal in-the Parliament, and in all good Sub- 
zeQs for the maintaining of ; that Government as 
now it is happily ſettled : For,in His Majeſties name 
and by His ſpecial commandI do affure you, He 
will employ His utmoſt: power.in the maintenance 
of that Government, and wull prote& the perſons 
of my Lords the. Archbiſbops and Bifhops ; and 
of the Loyal, Orthodox and peaceable Clergy 
in the exerciſe of their funQions:;- He will not 
endure thoſe numerons and unlawfull.

and common Enimies to both Nations, and taken 
off a great part of thoſe Difficulties, which at the 
ficſt (norwithſtanding the Union in Obedience to 
One Soveraign) ſtood in the way. His Majeſty well 
hopes, that what-is yet wanting to the perieGing of 
it, may be now accompliſh'd, And therefore, in 
His Majeſties Name, I do moſt heartily recommend 
this great work ' unto you ; and I doubt not,but you 
will ſpeedily ſend ſuch an humble Anſwer to His 
Majeſties moſt gracious Letter, as may witneſs how 


| well grounded that Confidence is, which His Ma- 


zeſty hath expreſſed of you. This day the Parlia- 
ment of England meets,and th& King will both Him- 
ſelf, and by His Lord Keeper make the like Propo- 
fals (asto the Union) unto both Houſes: And I am 
confident , that. Loyal Parliament, who have all 
along given fuch ample Teſtimonies -of their Duty 
and Aﬀection to His Majeſty, will upon this Occa- 
ſion make a ſuitable Return, to His Propoſals. What 
is farther to be propoſed upon this Matter, ſhall be 
offered at your next dayes Meeting : and the King 
doubts not but that after the meeting of Commil- 
ſioners for both Kingdoms, thoſe things will be ten- 
dered to your conſideration, in order to theUnion, 
as ſhall tend to the Honour of His Majeſty, and the 
common good of all His SubjzeAs. Theſe things I 


was commanded , before I came away from His 


* Majeſty to acquaint you with, and I have fince, 


upon another Occafion , received an order in wri- 
ting, bearing date the 7th of this Moneth; by which 
I am again commanded, amply to declare His Ma- 
jeſtics unchangable Reſolution ro maintain Epiſcopal 
Government in the Church. So having begun and 
ended with this Declaration, I hope both the 
groundleſs Jealoufics, on the one hand, and the vain 
and idle hopes on the other ſhall be at an end. |
